In 
another room he found his father, 
har.g'ng from a rope with blood gush­ 
ing from a deep cut that laid bare 
his a b d o m e n . 
There still being life 
in the body, the son cut his father 
down and applied restoratives. The 
mother was breathing heavily but 
was unconscious and all efforts to 
revive her failed, she dying about 
an hour after being discovered by 
the son. 
The wounds of the father 
arc necessary fatal, and it is not 
thought that he will survive the day.
